In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 8 cf 
the Essential Supplies (Temporary Puwers ) Act 1946 as delegated in the Gov 
ernment of India , Departinent of Industries and Supplies , Notification No . 78 ( 1 ) - · 
ETA / 48 , dated the 28th December 1946 , the Chief Commissioner of Delhi is 
pleased to make the following order : -- 

1 . Title , extent and commencement . — (a ) Thig Order may be called the 
Delhi Cloth Rationing Order , 1948 . 

(b ) It shull extend to the whole of the Province of Delhi. 

(c) It shall come into force on the first of January 1949 , in the areas in which 
Delhi Rationing Order , 1944 , is in force und in other areas as the Chief Commis 
sioner may by Notification in the official Gazette direct . 


2 . Definitions. In this Order , unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context: 
(8 ) Authorised olete dealer means a person authorized as a dealer for the 

retail sule of cloth under the provisions of claube 8 . 
(b ) Chief Commissioner means the Chief Commissioner of Delhi Province , 
(c ) Cloth means cloth as defined in the Cotton Textiles Control Order , 

1948 . 
Provided that any description of cloth or article made of cloth specified 

in the schedule to this order shall not be deemed to be cloth for 

the purposes of this order . 
Provided further that the Chief Commissioner inay by Notification in the 

official Gazette include or exclude any description of cloth or any 

garment or article made of cloth froin the said schedule. 
(d ) Circle and Circle Rationing Officer shall have the meanings respective 
ly assigned to them in the Delhi Rationing Regulations , 1944 , 

( 2045 ) 
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( o ) Controlier of Rationing means the Controller of Rationing , Delhi, und 

includes any officer empowered by the Chief Commissioner to 

exercise the powers of the Controller of Rationing. 
(f ) Directur of Civil Supplies means the Director of Rationing and Civil 

Supplies , Delhi, and includes the Deputy Director of Civil Supplies 

(Ceneral) Delhi, 
( g ) Establishment includes officos , institutions , catering establishments , 

retail establişhment, manufacturing establighment and other estab 
Įishment other than private houxeholds for the purpose of which 

a supply of cloth is required . 
(b ) Fine cloth meang any type of cloth , stainped as fine or superfino ( as 

well as the cloth the ex -mill price of which exooeds annas twelve 
per yard ) : 


Provided the Director of Civil Supplies may by general or special order 

specify any type of cloth as Fine or otherwise than detined in this 
clause . 


(i) Prescribed means prescribed in regulations made by the Director of 

Civil Supplies . 
(j) Quarter means a period of three months commencing on the first day 

of January , 1st day of April , 1st day of July and 1st day of October. 
(k ) Rationing period means the six months from the first of January 1949 

and any subsequent period of six months which the Chief Com 
missioner may specify by notification in the official Gazette as the 

Rationing date . 
(1) Manufacturer means a manufacturer as defined in Cotton Textile 

Control Order , 1948. 
8 . Authorisation of cloth dealers - (a ) The Director of Civil Supplies may 
authorise any person or class of persons as an . Authorised Cloth Dealer to supply 
cloth or any specified variety of cloth in accordance with and under the pro 
visions of this Order to any person or establishment,

(b ) The Director of Civil Supplies may at any time after making such 
enquiry as may be deemed necessary Add to , amend , vary or rescind any autho 
risation issued under this claube , 


4 . Prohibition on supply from the date of this order . (a ) Except as other 
wige provided in this Order no person shall in any area in which this order is in 
force supply or offer, or attempt to supply or knowingly permit to be supplied 
by any agent or servant of any such pergon , or store for sale , any cloth to any 
person , 


(b ) On and after the Rationing dato an authorised cloth dealer shall not 
supply cloth except under and in accordance with the provision of this order and 
the directions given under it .. 


(c ) No person shall with effect from the Rationing date obtain or attempt to 
obtain cloth excopt under and in accordance with the provisions prescribed by 
this order and directions given under it.

5 . Ration documente . (a ) Except as otherwise provided by this order cloth 
may be obtained on and after the rationing date only by means of a Cloth Ration 
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Permit or othur appropriate ration document availablo for lawful use and law 
fully used und only upto the quantity specified or the quantity represented by 
the units specified on the permits . 

(b ) The Director of Civil Supplies or Controller of Rationing may at any 
timo after making such enquiries as he may consider necessary , add to , emend , 
vary or rescind the Cloth Ration Permit or document and whenever any ration 
document is rescinded , any person in possession of it shall forthwith deliver the 
same to the Controller of Rutinuing or the Circle Rationing Officer. 

6 . A cloth ration permit may be issued to any pergon being holder of a food 
· ration curd , who has bcen residing in the area in which this order is in force : 

Provided that the Controller of Rutioning may after such enquiry as he deenus 
fil issue a cloth ration perroit to any person who is not tho bolder of a food 
rution card 
(i ) by reason of his residing in a residential establishment or obtaining 

his meals atya catering establishinent , 
( ii ) by reason of his being eligible to draw ormy rations , 
7. (a ) No person shall obtain or attempt to obtain a cloth ration permit hy 
furnishing information which ho knows to be false and no person shall obtain 
or attempt to obtain a cloth ration permit if he is already in possession of a 
permit or coupon . 

(b ) An application for a cloth ration permit shall be made by the holder of 
a food ration card for him or herself and separately on hehalf of the minors of 
his or her furnily residing and taking meals with him or her. 

8 . (a ) For the purpose of suh -clause ( a ) of clause 5 , units shall be allotted 
At the rate of 4 units a quarter for overy person of the age of 8 years and above 
and 2 ) units a quarter for every person of less than 8 years of age. 

(b ) Each coupon shall he valid for the quarter specified on it nnd shall 
authorise the boldor of a cloth ration permit to whom it is issued to acquire the 
quantity of cloth represented by the nuinher of units specified on it during the 
quarter for which it is valid , 

Provided the Chief Commissioner may by & notification make the unutilised 
coupons valid for the next quarter : 

J rovided that the supply on half a unit valid for the succeoding quartar muy 
also be made in the preceding quarter . 
* 9. The Chief Commissioner may by Notification in the officinl Gazette specify 
the quantity of cloth which shall bo equivalent to one unit and may specify the 
proportion of fine cloth in the unit : 

Provider unless the Chief Commissioner otherwiga specifics , a unit shall 
represent oue yard . 

10 . The Director of Civil Supplies may direct any or all authorised cloth 
denlcre by a general or special order to register and sell cloth only against cloth 
rntion pormits registered with the said dealer and may also fix the limit of such 
registration , 

11. An Authorised Cloth Dealer shall forthwith cancel any coupons 
Surreadered to him by the holder of a cloth ration permit and on which le 
hag supplied cloth and the coupons shall ceann to be available for lawful 
Use . 
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12 . Establishments. (a ) A Cloth Ration (Establishment) Permit may be 
issued to the Proprietor or person incharge of an cstablishment by the Director 
of Civil Supplies on application in the proscribed form . 

(b ) A Cloth ration (Establishment) permit shall be presented for registration 
to the authorised cloth dealer whose name is specified on it . 

( 0 ) A cloth ration ( Establishment) permit shall be valid for the rationing 
period and shall bear two coupons, each coupon shall represent the number of 
units for which a permit is issuod . 

(d ) The holder of a oloth ration ( Establighment) permit shall deliver the 
permit to the Authorised cloth dealer with whom his permit in registered for the 
cancellation of the appropriate coupons or portion thereof when he obtains 
supply of oloth thereof. 

13. Gonoral. — The Director of Civil Supplies may issue instructions to an 
Authorised cloth dealer to maintain such registers or other accounts as he may 
think fit . 

14 . ( 6 ) If any cloth ration permit is defaced , logt or destroyed , the Circle 
Rationing Officer , may , on payment of annas four and after making such 
enquiry 88 he may think fit logue & new ration permit in place thereof. 

(b ) Every person to whom a new ration permit has been issued , shall if he 
subsequently finds the lost ration permit, forthwith return the latter document 
to the Controller of Rationing . 

15 . No person shall obtain or attempt to obtain or cause to be obtained a 
gupply of cloth by means of a cloth ration permit or cloth ration (Establishment ) 
permit or document purporting to be & ration documont, which he has not 
obtained lawfully under the provisions of this order and no authorised cloth 
dealer shall supply cloth to any person whom he knows or has good reason to 
beliove to be in possession of such document . 

16 . If any person applies for a cloth ration permit after the expiry of the 
1st quarter of the rationing period , he shall be entitled to receive coupons for thọ 
unexpired quarter only . 

17 . No cloth ration permit or coupons shall bo issued to any person who is 
not likely to reside continuously in the rationed area for a period of six months 
und unless he has beon & resident of rationed area for one year before the 
rationing date . 


18 . Cloth required for a shroud may ho supplied by a cloth dealer authorised 
by the Director of Civil Supplios in his behalf on the produotion of the dead 
person s food ration card or on production of such other document as the Director 
of Civil Supplies may prescribe . 

Tho quantity of cloth to be thus supplied shall be prescribed by the Director 
of Civil Supplies . 
19 . The Director of Civil Supplies may make regulations providing for : 

(i) the forma on which applicationg may be made , 
( ii ) the statements or returns which authorised cloth dealers shall submit, 
( iii ) the conditions subject to which an authorised cloth dealer may obtain 

and supply cloth , and 
(iv ) other connected matters , 
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20. (1) Any person authorised by the Chief Commissioner in this behalf may -- 
(a ) enter any premisos used or believed to be used for the sale , distribu 

tion or storuge for sale of cloth and inspect any such premises and 

any cloth therein or thereon ; 
(b ) require any person to make any statement or furnish any information 

or produce any documents or articles in his possession or under his 
control relating to the purchase , sale , distribution or storage of 
cloth and every person so required shall comply with such requisi 

tion ; 
(c ) require any person to render any account or to produce books , 

accounts or other documonts relating to or believed to be relating 
to the purchase , sale , distribution or storage of any cloth and every 

person so required shall comply with such requisition ; 
(d ) tako or cause to be taken extracts from or copies of any document 

relating to the purchase, sale , distribution , or storage of any cloth 
which is produced under item (b ) or item ( C ) or otherwise found in 

any suoh premises ; 
(e ) test or cause to be tested the correctness of any wcight or measure 

used or believod to be used in any transaction relating to the sale , 

or distribution of cloth ; 
(f) tako or cause to be taken the measurement or weight of all cloth found 

in any such premises . 
Provided that in entering upon and inspecting any promises the person so 
authorised shall havo due regard to the sociu ) nnd religious customs of the person 
occupying the premises . 


(3 ) The powers exercisable under the preoeding sub -clause shall not ho oxer 
cisod save for the purpose of securing compliance with the provisions of this 
order or of any regulations made therounder. 

21 . The Chief Commissioner and the Director of Civil Supplies if empoworod 
in this behalf by the Chief Commissioner may by general or spocial order excinpt 
any person or class of persons from the operations of All or any of the provisions 
of this order and may at any time in like manner cancel any such exemption .

No. Teleconf. 22 / 48 .- - In cxercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of 
the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 ( XIII of 1885 ), the Contral Government is 
pleased to dircct that tho following further amendments shall be made in the 
Indian Telegraph Rules , 1932 , with effect from the 1st January , 1049, 
namely : 


In the said Rules , after rule 1 the following rules shall be inserted namely : - - 


" 1A . ( 1 ) All telegraphs shall be establishod , maintained and worked in 
such a manner as not to obstruct or repoatedly interrupt any wireless tele 
graph service functioning within or without India , in accordance with thu pro 
visions of the Radio Regulations annexed to the Intornational Telecom 
munication Convention (Atlantic City , 1047) , or the wireless sigaalling bet 
ween any fixed , lund or mobile stations of Indian Land , Naval or Air Forces , 
or the wireless signalling exchanged between any fixed , lamd or mobilo station 
of Indian Land , Naval or Air Forces and any station abroad . 


(2 ) Nothing in sub -rule (1 ) shall prevent the use of wireless telegraphs for 
the purpose of making or angwering bonafide distress calls or distress messages , 
in any manner , thought fit . 
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(3 ) Except as provided in sub - rule (3 ), if any purson contrüvenus the pro 
visions of sub -rulo (1 ) bo shall be punishable with fine as provided in sub 
section ( 3 ) of section 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act , 1885 . 

IB . Frequency allocations and call signs of Indian Land , Nayal and Air 
Forces wireless installations shull be treated us sccret information . "

the following further amendments shall be mudo in the Indian Telegraph Rules , 
1982 , with effect from tho 1st January 1940 , namely :

(1 ) For rule 16 , the following rule shall be substituted , nainely : 

“ 16 . Order of Transmission . — Inland telegrams shall be transmit . 
tod in the following order, viø : 
(a ) Telegramg relating to the safety of human life in maritime or serial 

navigation (SOH TELEGRAMS) (42 - A ) . 
(b ) Most Immediate , Operations Iramediate and Immediate State tele 

grams, and Immediate Raj telegrams (50 and 58 - A ). 
( c ) Storin and Flood warning and Railway Imnediate telegrams. 
(d ) State und Raj Important telegrams (Rules 51- A and 58-A ). 
(e) Othor State and Ruj telegrains ( Rules 48 to 49 and 52 to 64 ). 
(f) Meteorological ( other than Storm and Flood warning ) telegrams. 
(8 ) Service telegrums (Rules 55 to 61 ) . 
(h ) Government and Press and Indian News Agency telegrams, 
(i) Private telegrams and Press telegramus other than those specified in 

clause ( ) above (Rules 156 to 165 ) . ” 
(2 ) Aftor rulo 42, the following heading and rule shall be inserted , namely : - - 
KÉLEGRAMS RELATING TO SAFETY OF HUMAN LIFE IN 

MARITIME OR AERIAL NAVIGATION 
42 - A . - Tolegrams relating to tbe safety of human lifo in maritime or aerial 
navigation shall bear the service instruction " SOH written by the gender or 
the office of origin , and telegrams so writtun shall be given priority in trans 
mission above “ Most Innmedinte " pricrity telegrams. Such telegrains shall 
be delivered to the addressce at once by the office of delivery . "
